I 
would not give an advertisemet in a 
newspaper of 500 circulation for 5,000 
dodgers or posters. I deal directly with 
the publisher. I say to him: 
"How 


long will you let nie run a column of 
matter through your paper for $100 or 
$500, ap the case may be? I let him do 
the figuring, and if I think he ia not 
trying to take any more than his shaie 
I give him the copy. 
I lay aside the 


profits oa a particular line of goods for 
advertising purposes. 
"At first I laid aside §3,000; last 


year I laid aside and spent $40,000. 
I 


have done better this year and shall in- 
crease that sum as the profits warrant 
it. 
I owe my success to newspjpats."

In New England life. 


If one examines the history of New 


England character, be will find it hard 
to exaggerate the part which religion 
has played in its development. In for- 
mer days even the -irreligious had, in 
the background of their lives, a severe 
and Eelf denying standard of living 
Which it was impossible for them to ig 
nore. Sin itself was invested with i. 
fearful dignity, and sfirely no dream o 
human perfection ever so exalted th 
nature of man as did that stern theology 
which taught him that the stars anc 
planets were only lights to light him a 
night; that for his benefit or for hi 
punishment God migbt at any rnomen 
interrupt the course of the universe, anc 
finally that he had within himself the 
momentous power of choosing eternal 
punishment or eternal happiness. Un- 
der that religious belief there grew tip 
men and women—some of them are still 
living—who constituted little reservoirs 
of moral strength upon which the com- 
munity or even the nation itself could 
draw in times of necessity. 


What influence will take the place of 


that old belief? "What moral force will 
curb the passions, chasten the lives, 
stimulate the energy of the rude people 
who are born in these remote towns? 
Whence shall they derive the discipline 
and the self control without which 
their primeval strength will be'as use- 
less as the undammed.waters of a moun- 
tain torrent? I 
confess that these 


thoughts fill me with apprehension for 
the future, and sometimes I am even led 
to think that New England character 
reached its culmination in the heroic 
sacrifices of the bivil war and entered 
thereafter upon a long and gradual 
course of sure decay. All this, however, 
may be—nud. I trust that it is—simply 
the pessimism of an old man.—Philip 
Morgan iu Atlantic.

Between Spain and the United 


States Not Expected. 


BO DEOLAEES SENOE CANALEJAS. 


Autonomy ntt Now Offered to the Cubans 


b of tbo Genuine Variety, Ho Says, 
and Is Tendered In the Siucerest Good 
JTalth, Which Is Suriirisiug Coming 
Froiu Spaiu. 
TVashington, Nov. 11.—The editor ol 


El Heraldo of 'Madrid and one of the 
foremost public men of Spain, Senor 
Jose Canalejas, has arrived here in 
company with Captain Vega and Mr, 
Alex Saint Aubin of Madrid. 


Senor Canalejas was former minister 


Of justice in the Liberal ministry, and 
is closely identified with Premier Sa- 
gasta and the present Liberal regime. 


iWhile the visit is unofficial, much 


Interest attaches to it among public 
men, owing to Senor Canalejas' inti- 
mate knowledge of conditions at the 
Spanish capital, and also for the facil- 
ity it affords for conference between 
2iim and Senor Dupuy de Lome, the 
Spanish minister. 


The latter called on Senor Canalejas 


soon after his arrival, and the two 
were together much o£ the day, being 
joined later by Mr. Calderon Carlisle, 
counsel for the legation, and by. the 
numerous staff of the minister. 


Senor Canalejas, having recently ar- 


rived in this country, expressed him- 
self as little acquainted with conditions 
here, but as to those in iMadrid he 
spoke freely. 


"The feeling there is one of expect- 


ancy," said he, in good English, but

"On the contrary, the action of the 


Spanish government has given every 
(hope of a continuance of the most 
friendly 
relations with the 
United 


States and of a satisfactory conclu- 
sion of the Cuban conflict. A complete 
change of policy 'has resulted from the 
accession of the Liberal ministry, and 
tke aggressive policy executed toy Gen- 
eral Weyler is now succeeded by the 
more conciliatory methods of that 
peaceful soldier, General Blanco. 


"He has but just landed in Cuba, and 


there is little opportunity thus far to 
judge of the mild and beneficial policy 
he is charged with executing, but we 
In Madrid, who know his high charac- 
ter and the desires of those who send 
him, feel assured that good results will 
come from his mission. 


"As to the autonomy which Spain 


now offers to Cuba, it is autonomy o£ 
the genuine character, and it is tender- 
ed in the slncerest good faith, believ- 
ing that it affords the surest guarantee 
of restoring peace to Cuba and giving 
prosperity to the Island. 


"In all Internal affairs the autonomy 


now offered will give the Cuban people 
entire freedom in shaping their own 
affairs. With such a policy in view, 
and with General Blanco to put it into 
execution, there Is every assurance that 
Spain will do all in 'her power to re- 
store pence and prosperity in Cuba. 


"Moreover, we look with confidenca 


on the success of that policy. We are 
naturally desirous that our friends in 
the United States should recognize the 
complete change of policy which hai 
occurred, and should co-operate with 
us in having It bring the beneficial re- 
eults we look for."

About Yellow F«v«r Submitted by Dr, 


Guiteras. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—Dr. John Gui- 


teras, professor o£ general pathology 
In the University of Pennsylvania, has 
made a report to Surgeon General Wy- 
tman of the Marine hospital service of 
the results of his invesigations of yel- 
low fever during the recent epidemio 
in the south. 


Discussing the general subject of yel- 


low fever diagnosis, Dr. Guiteras holds 
that during life the microscope could 
not establish a positive diagnosis of 
yellow fever. 


It is pointed out that even with the 


assistance of post mortem examina- 
tions Sanarelli, the yellow fever ex- 
pert, was a'ble to discover bacilli in 
only 56 per cent of the cases examined. 


Dr. Guiteras says as far ns present 


methods go it would be impossible to 
distinguish between a drop of yellow 
fever blood and blood from a healthy 
man. 


Reference is made to the prevalence 


of widespread mild epidemic fever dur- 
ing the present outbreak of yellow fe- 
ver, 
many of the cases of which Dr. 


Guiteras thinks were those of dengue. 


Yellow fever appears to spread more 


easily when there is an epidemic of 
dengue prevailing. All evidence goes 
to show that a previous 
attack ot 


dengue does not protect against yel- 
low fever, and the former must he 
looked upon as an entirely distinct dis- 
ease. 


Dr. Guitfiras thinks the c-ause of a 


yellow fever epidemic is to be found 
in tlic introduction into a community 
of cases that are suspected to bo tha 
disease, which occurs probably Tnors 
frequently in connection with colored 
people, who usually have tbe fever in 
a mild form. 


The importance of the diagnosis oS 


the first case of yellow fever in a eotn- 
rmiBity is strongly insisted upon.
